of the Intelligence mission related to the national 3 ecur-:t,v 
I hereby designate you, together with another person to b rr 
by me as my personal representative, as the National Inte Mi- 
gence Authority to aocoraplish this purpose. 

2. Within the limits of available appropriations . yc 
shall each from time to time assign persona and f iciiitis id 
your respective Departments , which persons shall coliecti (uiy. 
form a Central Intelligence Group and shall, under the di oci 
of a Director of Central Intelligence, assist the Notions 
Intelligence Authority . The Director of Central Irtollig nec 
shall be designa.ted by me, shall be responsible to the Na .-.or 
Intelligence Authority, and shall' sit as a non-votin,; uem er 
thereof . 

3. ■Subject to the existing law, and. to the direc ror 

and control of the National Intelligence Authority, the D lec 
of Centr-''! Inte lligenct; shall: : 

a. Accomplish the correlation and evaluation f 
Intellif'cnce ixiloting to the national security, ar:i i 
appropi'iatfc dls semi ru’t ion within the Government or ah 
resulting strategic and national policy . intell ige -co . 
In so doing, f\ill use shall be made of the st.eff ne 
facilities of the Intelligence agencies of yo-ui- 
Departments . 

b. Plan for the coordination of such of ■fhe '■ h \ 
ties of the Intelligence agencies of your Deportra. .i' ;■ 
as relate to the natronal security and recommend ■ 0 
the National Intelligence Authority the establ i stm .T;nt 
of such over-all policies, and objectives ns ^riJi , sou 
the most effective accomplishment of "the national 
intelligence mission,. 

c. Perform, for the benefit of said Intelligci cc 
agencies, such services of common concern a .3 the 
National Intelligence Authority determines ctn otj aor 
efficiently ;'Ccompli£.hed centrally. 
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d . Perform such other functions end duties x-e ' e 
to intelligence effecting the nctlonol security e 
the President '.nd the Np.tlonal Intelligence Aut.hc -xir 
may from time to time direct.

8. Within the scope of existing l<aw and PreeidGir j ,1 
directives, other deDartraents and agencies of the executi' ; 
branch of the Federal Government shall furnish such intelli- 
gence information relating to the nation':! security s i:s i.ix 
their possession, and as the Director of Central Inti 11 ige. ace 
may from time to time request pursuant to regulations of t be 
Nationol Intelligence Authority. 

9. Nothing herein shcCll lie construed to author-i.ae -h 
making of investigations inside the continental limits oi :iic 
United States and Its possessions, except as provided bv j iw 
and Presidential directives. 

10. In the conduct of their activities the Nation: L 
Intelligence Authority and the Director of Centr<al Intol/u yux 
shall be responsible for- fully protecting intelligence soe -ue; 
.and methods .
